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A Question for To-Day. — In our issue of \es- 
teruay we presented to our readers the report of 
the mechanics' meeting of Saturday night, at Ma- 
Hall, consisting of 3,000 persons, male and fe- 
male, thrown out of employment by the present 
money pressure. We stated distinctly that the 
want of these industrious people is work — is employ- 
tnent. The evil complained of is that the union lte- 
tween '.he employer and employee is dissolved. The 
remedy is to establish that union. The Saturday 
r.;-ht meeting appointed a committee to devise the 
means < f doing so. That committee seeks confer- 
ence with all classes of the people who represent 
supplies or capital, whether it be much or little — 
whether they be lawyers, doctors, preacher*, mer- 
chants, bankers, brokers, landlords, stockholders, 
bondholders, or any others w hose property derives 
value from productive labor; whether they !>e men 
or women, whether they be plain or fashionable peo- 
ple; and all such the committee will invite to attend 
(he deliberative meeting they are authorized to 
call, to deliberate on and adopt the mode of supply 
they may agree to report to that meeting. 

The committee will not agree to report any chari- 
table plan. They will base any plan they may re- 
port on the principle of equivalents, value for value. 
We have seen that the present employers and em- 
ployees are disunited, r.ot because on their own 
means, and on bank loans which it is assumed they 
may get from our city banks, the employers cau't 
carry on business as usual till spring comes, but be- 
canse when spring does come, they will have no 
I to buy and pay for the articles 
; the winter. For want of solvent 
buyers in the spring, they stop and discharge their 
hands to beg or starve. Now this will not do. 
Nothing can be made by this. All the days' works 
of these 3,000 people from now till spring are lost 
forever from the productive supplies of the country. 

The value of a day's work of these 3,000 mechan- 
ics, at t2 each, cheap enough, is $G,000, which is 
lost to the community. Six thousand dollars per 
day Oil spring, or for ninety days, is the capital 
sum of $540,000, over a half a million lost or sunk 
t of employment, caused by the fear of the

This is the plan of equivalents, of honest justice, 
of one part of a family community sustaining the

employment associations, stand on 
no correct social principle; they are a thankless 
waste, and always fall most to the lot of the idle, 
the worthless, and the beggar by profession. What 
we propose is a loan to the worthy— to the laborer, 
who, though poor to-day, is the creator of wealth 

We have yet more to say upon this matter. Our 
suggestion is not imperative. Confer with the Me- 
chanics' Committee and think, think, think on upon 
I he means of relief. Let our ladies think. A wo- 
man gave her jewels for the home we enjoy.

E.vciTEMKTr at Brandenburg. — We learn that 
the quiet town of Brandenburg was tlirown itto 
great commotion on Saturday night by the arrest of 
two white men and a negro, w ho stand charged with 
running off a slave, named Charles, of Mr. Ditto, 
some four weeks ago. The white men are David 
and Charles Bell, father and son, who reside in In 
diana opposite Brandenburg, and the negro is named 
Oswell Wright, and resides at Cory don, Indiana. 
It ap|*ars that Wright took Charles to Brownstown, 
Ind., and put him an the cars. Wright made a con- 
lidant of a Mr. Johnson at Brownstown, and inform- 
ed him of the whole affair. Mr. J. immediately 
proceeded to where the cars stopped, but befire he 
could reach them, they had started off. He then 
wrote to Mr. Ditto, giving him all the particulars 
by what means his boy bad escaped, which impli 
cated the Bells and the negro Oswell Wright. The 
latter had given his free papers to Charles, and ta- 
ken him on horseback to Brownstown, where he put 
hiin on the cars. A stratagem was then resorted to 
by Messrs. Johnson and Ditto for the arrest of the 
Bells and Wright. Johnson told Wright that he 
ought to run off the wife of Charles, and the latter 
readily acceded to it. Saturday night last was ap- 
pointed for the time; Wright came to Ball's with 
two horses, and, after dark, Charles Bell crossed the 
river iu a skiff for the purpose of bringing the 
woman over. He was immediately arrested. A 
posse of the citizens of Brandenburg then crossed 
the rivet and found two horses standing on the river 
bank. They repaired to Bell's residence, where 
Henry Bell and the negro Wright were reading. 
The negro they arrested without ceremony, he hav- 
ing no free papers as he had given them to Charles, 
who had neglected to return them by mail as he had 
promised. They told Bell that there were four 
horses on the river bank, and, as two of them be- 
longed to him, he had better come along and pick 
them out, as they wanted to take Wright's horse 
across. Bell did so, and after they got on the river 
bark below high water mark, they arrested him 
also; brought Iwth to Brandenburg, and lodged them 
in jail. 

Young Bell was examined before Judge Alexan- 
der and committed in default of giving bail in 
5>o,000 for his appearance. The examination of the 
two others was in progress when our informant left.

S. Cir- 
cuit Court at Cincinnati, «n Monday. Council for 
defendant claimed that the engineer is not an offi- 
cer of the boat, within the meaning of the statute; 
that an offence committed in the canal was not sub- 
ject to the admiralty and maritime jurisdiction of 
the United States; and that as the canal was within 
the State of Kentucky, that the suit was improper- 
ly brought. 

The court, in the instructions to the jury, over- 
ruled 4 these joints, and the jury found him guilty. 
A motion for a new trial is pending. 

btTOSTAJre Decision to River Men. — Judge 
McLean decided in the U. S. circuit court on Mon- 
day, fitting at Cincinnati, in a case involving the 
jurisdiction between the State of Ohio and the U. S. 
authorities under the maritime laws "that a sale 
under the water craft law of Ohio does not cut off 
the lien of seamen for wages, under the maritime 
law of the United States, which declares a seaman's 
lien first in the list of claims against any boat navi- 
gating the river."

°he sale of the steamer N. W. Thomas under the 
water craft law of Ohio, and subsequently she was 
libeled bv her pilots for wages and resold by the U 
S.

An Editorial Duel. — We have already men- 
tioned the fact of our young friend Purdom — only 
twenty years of age — being again called out upon 
the field of hon^r. The Natchez Courier gives the 
follow ing explanation of the affair: 

A telegraphic dispatch received in this city yester- 
day, mentioned a duel having been fought on Mon- 
day evening, at 3 o'clock, opposite Vicksburg, l e- 
tween R. H. Rurdoin, editor of the Port Gibson 
Herald, and W. D. Hoy, one of the editors of the 
Vicksburg Sun. The weapons used were Mississip- 
pi rifles; the distance forty yards. Mr. Purdom, on 
the first tire, was wounded in the left arm — the same 
limb in which he received a wound last spring in a 
duel fought near this city. The bones of the arm, 
we hear, were badly shattered. 

The cause of the duel we presume to lie the fol- 
lowing. The Flag of the L T nlon, then edited by the 
father of Mr. Purdom, had devoted a par.igraph to 
severe condemnation of Mr. John Mitchell, of Irish 
notoriety. The Southern Sun noticed the paragraph 
as a "most scurrilous newspaper squib." 

The Port Gibson Herald copied the paragraph and 
notice; mentioned the retirement of the elder Pur- 
dom from the editorial chair and his absence from 
home; and added that the attack of the Sun was un- 
called for, as it had nothing to do with the matter; 
and that "such terms as 'scurrilous' and 'slanderous 
inuendoes,' when applied by one editor to another, 
were violations of the neutrality laws in such case 
made and provided and entered into among mem- 
bers of the editorial community, and consequently 
unprofessional." To which the Vicksburg Sun re- 
plied that the editor of the Port Gibson Herald in 
thus saving was a base and infamous liar, and that 
it "should take pleasure in accommodating that fast 
vouth in any wav he desired." 
" A challenge, we presume, followed; and the tele- 
graph now reports the result of the hostile meeting.

The Indictment roa Hari.oring Slaves — 
The charge against David Wait, of Adams countT, 
indicted for harboring eight slaves, claimed as the 
property of Squire B. Million, near Maysville, Ky., 
came up before the United States District Court 
yesterday afternoon. District Attorney Mathews 
read from a copy of the indictment found by the 
grand jury, recapitulating the. facts in the case 
which the government expected to prove, that the 
slaves had been harbored by the defendant in viola- 
tion of the provision of the" fugitive slave law. 

Mr. Jolliffe, for the defendant, stated that he 
should endeavor to show to the jury that so far from 
the slaves named being unlawfaliy harbored, that 
they were voluntary sent into the State of Ohio by 
Mr. Million, to keep them out of the reach of an ex- 
el ution against his property: that they were merely 
entertained in the kitchen of Mr. Wait, as any other 
wayfarer would have beeD; that Mr. Million subse- 
quently acertained that the slaves were not subject 
to execution, being the property- of his wife; that 
the slaves were furnished with a" "pa.«s " to Ohio by 
a brother of the complainant; that Mr. Wait sent 
information to Mr. Million in regard to the wberea- 
l>outs of hi-> slaves, and that he came over to Ohio, 
but the fugitives had then sought refuge in Canada. 

The above are the points ia the case for the prose- 
cution and defence. In addition to the prosecution 
under indictment, we understand that Mr. Million 
his also commenced a civil suit, claiming f8,000 
damages. The case was called last evenimr, and a 
jurv empanneled, when the court adjourned until 9 
o'clock this morning.— Cm. Gaz.

weapons has become almost universal, its applica- 
tioa is greatly needed. The facts of this caae were 
simply these: A quarrel had occorred between the 
young men in the afternoon; in tbe evecing Cueva 
intercepted tiraudval and t .>mt«.:ii.;ed a:i 
upon him: in the affray a pistol, which Cu-.va was 
in the hal.it of carrying in a belt at his ride, was 
discharged and Grandval shot through the bead.

The defence eontc nded that the discharge of the 
pistol was accidental, can?ed by tbe fall of both 
parties, whilst clinched, to the groucd. In view of 
this theory the law was laid down: "If," said the 
Judge, "Cueva commenced the assault, intending 
only to use the cane, and in the sc uffle set on foot 
by himself tbe loaded pistol which he had upon his 
jierson accidentally exploded and caused death, he 
was guilty of manslaughter, because the death re- 
sulted from his attempted execution of an unlaw- 
ful act." Tbis is the law that we need strictly ad- 
ministered in every case wherein deadly weapous 
are used. A person who, thus armed, gets into a 
conflict, must be prepared to stand all tbe conse- 
quences of the intentional or accidental use of his 
weapon. The doctrine laid down in the Judge's 
charge upon this poiut ought to be well understood 
by those who indulge in the reprehensible practice 
of carrying concealed arms. 

A Bridge ro Brooklyn. — Mr. Samuel C. Now- 
lan, a civil engineer, has executed a plan for bridg- 
ing the East river between New York and Brook- 
lyn. He proposes to form a company with a capital 
of six millions of dollars, and that this company 
shall undertake the building of the bridge, the length 
of which will be 2,500 feet. It will rest on five 
arches, the span of each of which will be 500 feet, 
and the height 200 feet above high-water mark. 
Each arch will rest on transverse arches of 50 feet 
each, giving a roadway of 100 feet for forming a 
double track for cars, aad a public road for wagons 
and other conveyances. This bridge it is guaran- 
teed will pay its expense, which will be $6,000,000, 
from the rent of the stores erected for constructing 
the grade for passing up to the bridge, and as these 
stores are built on a collonade of cast iron pillars 
rising 25 feet above South street, they are so con- 
structed as not to interfere with one inch of private 
or public propet ty. The bridge is to be raised on 
columns of granite, each of whose base will meas- 
ure 35 feet length on its greatest axis and 20 feet on 
the transverse axis. The form of the pier is that 
of a hectagon, with an angle of 35 degrees present- 
ed to the ebb and flow of the tidal water, and raised 
10 feet above hijh-water mark. This arrangement 
will be understood by those who are acquainted with 
the principles of fortification. A cannon ball fired 
directly at this angle will glance off harmless to 
the column and to itself; and a steamer running 
; it would receive little or no damage.

California Jottings.— In Inskeep's Valley, ly-

A party started in pursuit, and overtook an 
Indian said to be Jim's partner, who, on being call- 
ed on to stop, leveled his gun at the party, when he 
was shot. The whites called on the Indians to stop 
a woman, supposed to be connected with Jim, who 
was fleeing from them, but the Indiana immediately 
killed her— whether from misunderstanding the con- 
stable's order or from design is not known. Human 
life is cheap in California. 

The Napa Reporter says that on the 11th of Sep- 
tember another shower of saccharine matter, or su- 
gar candy, fell at Clear Lake, and the editor has a 
i>ox of the crystalized sugar. One person made half 
a gallon of sirup, by dissolving the crystal in water. 
Waal it is no one knows. 

Sacramento river is gradually filling up, on ac- 
count of the deposits of earth made from the wash- 
ings of the miners. At one time the river was navi- 
gable by the largest steamers, but now there are 
great impedimedts to such navigation, arising from 
shallow water, and passengers taking to the stagers 
in preference to the steamers.

Gloomy Prospec ts of the Shipping Bcsi 
ness. — Nearly two hundred and fifty ship?, barques' 
and brigs are now in this port, and the prospects for 
business are gloomy in the extreme. The low 
prices of cotton operate to limit greatly the ship- 
ment of that at tide, the small quantises of bread- 
stuffs on the Atlantic seaboard check nearly all Eu- 
ropean freight*.; the troubles in India and "the great 
stock here of all India goods, operate most unfavor- 
ably against any new enterprises in that quarter, 
and there are no charters offered save to a few ports, 
such as London and Liverpool, to carry to those 
markets goods that cannot be sold here at any price. 

Our warehouses are crowded with goods from all 
parts of the world, and particularly from the East 
Indies, for which there is no sale, nor will be for 
months to come, such is the complete and entire 
stagnation of our manufacturing interests. Some 
twenty ships are still on their way here from the 
Last Indies, but no new voyages of any conse- 
quence are commenced to that quarter, such are tbe 
disastrous results of all present operations. This 
cessation will finally he a benefit to the trade in two 
ways; the first by "reducing the exorbitant prices 
demanded in India for their staples, and next by 
enabling us by-and-by to get rid of the enormous 
stock now on hand in the market. 

For small vessels the most profitable business is 
to haul them up alongside of the wharf and strip 
them —Bos ton Traveler.

Even 'rom Glasgow, where the losses from your 
■ side have thus fir been mo3t severely felt, there are 
no accounts to awaken anxiety as to the general sta- 
: v jility of the trade of the place. The stoppages an- 
nounced by the previous packet, although in the ag- 
gregate verv large, were confined to a set of specu- 
lative firms^ who for some years have been regarded 
with cauiion, and out of this circle I here steins tol.e 
no rumor of any extensive difficulty. The Western 
Bank of Scotland will be the chief sufferer. But 
ihil est ablishment has a large capital and a numer- 
ous and wealthv proprietary, and consequently there 
has been no apprehension of its Iwing seriously af- 
fected. It has a reserve fund of a quarter of a mil- 
lion sterling, and the worst the stockholders have to 
apprehend is that, during the nextyear or two. they 
must be content with diminished dividends. The 
manager to whom the mischief is attributed has been 
required to resign, and a more prudent regime will 
henceforth be established. 

In Ixmdon all the banks, Loth private and joint 
stock, are thoroughly sound. Indeed for the last 
five years they have made enormous profits, and 
scarcelv anv losses. No branch of business has been 
more prosperous, and the same is the case at the 
present moment. The discount houses are likewise 
thriving. Some time since they were threatened 
with competition by two companies formed under 
the limited liability act. But these have not been 
sufficiently well managed to gain any extensive con- 
fidence and the shares of ln>th have 'ong been at a dis- 
count. Those of the London Discount Company, 
X5 paid, are worth only £'i 10s; and those of the 
National Discount Companv, also with £b paid, only 
£3 2. 6d. 

The question whether the Bank of England will 
lie driven to make a further advance hi their rate 
depends almost entirely upon the quantity of gold 
that may be shipped by this and the succeeding 
steamers to New York. The smallness of the totals 
taken on 21st by the Arago and the City of Balti- 
more caused an agreeable surprise; but it is known 
that larger consignments are now in progress. 

Next to the specie shipments to New York, the 
fresh Indian and China exchanges, which are ex- 
pected to be received by telegraph in the course of a 
day or two, will exercise the most important influ- 
ence. If the turn should be unfavorable, both as 
regards America and India, an advance to it or even 
10 per cent can hardly be avoided. Up to yester- 
day there was a strong impression that the restric- 
tive measures already adopted would prove amply 
sufficient. But there are now signs of a renewed 
demand for gold for the continent, and as, owing 
to the recent rapid arrivals, no supplies are due or 
likely to become due for some time from Australia, 
there will be no means of meeting the accumulated 
requirements except by withdrawals from the bank. 

Foreign politics are nearly blank, although perhaps 
they would appear interesting if the world at this 
moment had any time for comparatively idle 
themes. In Spain the young Queen has got rid of 
Narvaes, and appointed a ministrv of no mark. They 
are, it ia believed, for the present to keep up the 
farce of constitut.onal government, until the priests 
shall have prepared the way for its renunciation in 
fact as well as in word. The next time — and it can- 
not l>e far distant — when her throne is in peril, there 
will be no Espartero to come to the rescue. From 
Wallachia it is announced that the new divan have 
voted for a union of the principalities, under a sov- 
ereign to be selected from the western States. The 
question, however, will remain to l>e settled by the 
Congress at Paris, and Turkey and Austria, it is 
said, will never consent to the wish. The illness 
of the King of Prussia continues, and, although the 
danger of immediate death has passed, there seems 
to be no hope of his permanent restoration, nor even 
of his regaining a tr*nsient vigor for the ordinary 
routine of his position. 

This evening it has been announced that Mr. I^iu- 
rence, the representative in London of Lawrence, 
Murray, & Ingate, of New York, has suspended, 
owing to the involvement* of that firm with Cyrus 
Field & Co. Mr. Laurence has occupied a highly 
respectable position here, and it is hoped the stop- 
page will be but temporary. SPECTATOR.
